CHAPTER 356. 
AN ACT authorizing the city of Berlin to sub-

scribe for stock in a certain railway company 
herein named, and to issue bonds in payment 
therefor. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The common council of the city of 
Berlin, in Green Lake county, is hereby author-
ized to subscribe in the name of said city for the 
capital stock of the Berlin and Green Lake Rail-
